The Feast of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, cele- 
brated on the Friday after the Octave of Corpus 
Christi, is comparatively new, but the devotion 
was first practiced the moment Mary knew she 
was to become the Mother of God, and by that 
knowledge loved her Divine Son. Essentially, 
devotion to the Sacred Heart is an expression of 
love for Christ, and the manifestation of His 
love for us. It was during the sixteenth century 
that Protestantism, especially in its Calvanistic 
forms, sought to destroy this dogma of the love 
of God for all men, and necessitated the insti- 
tution of the feast. 

We are capable of two relations to the Sa- 
cred Heart. Either we may wound Him by our 
sins and ingr o rude, or we may dwell in the 
sweetness and closeness of His inviting and 
thirst-quenching love. 

Sin not only takes away grace from our 
souls but adds sorrow and pain to the Divine 
Redeemer. At first vespers of the feast we 
sing: 

"See how (he army o I our sins, 

A cruel army, proud and lietce, 

7 he Heart ot God most innocent 
Ungratelully and basely pierce. 

Our sins direct the cruel stroke 
Made by the soldier's lance; 

And the dread sharpness of its point 
Our armies with mortal guild enhance." 

But if we are overcome by the love of God 
then His Most Sacred Heart becomes not a re- 
ceptor of wounds, but a dispenser of love, a 
source of strength, and a refuge from hatred 
and injustice. It is from the perfect, unending, 
unceasing, and all-inclusive love of Christ that 
-we become schooled in the ways of Christian 
perfection. If love is the keynote of spiritual- 
ity. then let us drink at the source of that love 
— FI is Most Sacred Heart.

“Our Code of War Morals” was 
the discussion conference held by 
the Rev. Daniel A. Lord, S.J., na- 
tional sodality director. “We don’t 
find it difficult to make an act of 
faith in God,” Father Lord stated, 
“but an act of faith in our fellow- 
man — impossible, we say!” 

The open forum discussion, 
“Christ’s Commandos,” was also 
conducted by Father Lord. Christ- 
like leaders, under the title of 
Christ’s Commandos must personify 
the qualities of courage, alertness, 
initiative, dependability, and zeal. 
These can all be put into practice at 
school, at home, in civic life, in par- 
ish, and in social life, towards a ful- 
fillment of these objectives: a defi- 
nite code of war morals, a just and 
lasting peace, one convert this year, 
and increased priestly vocations.
